lead him into Bogs and Marfhes, and then, in the fabled 
Charaéter of Hobgoblins, triumph in the Iniquity of their 
Delufions, F 


If we confider the late good Man, tha; hat left us, out of 
his Profeffion, he will appear to us a Perfon of extenfive gene- 
ral Reading, well matured and digefted, well verfed in the 
Sciences, and a Lover of learned and ingenious Men. He 
had a fine Tafle of the Belles Lettres, and few could diltin- 
guith fo happily elegant. He was police in his Maaner, be 
nign in his Reception of Vifitors, and agrecably communi- 
cative among them. He was generous in-his Nature, bene- 
ficent in his Actions, full of Compaflion for the Suitor he 
could not relieve, and of univerfal Charity towards human 
Kind, without the leaft Alloy of Avarice, or of begrudging 
Parfimony or Affeftatiun. 


Here refting this amiable Charaéter, not eafily equalled, I 
think, in parfuing the Principle of fpeaking Truth of the 
Dead, it may be in fome meafure necdlefs to fay, he will 
faffer much lefs in the Opinion of the Wife and Candid, from 
thofe who preceded him within.

If we have not feen Taftances of this laft Kind in our own 
Times, nothing has appeared more evident among us, than 
that the greateft Characters in Equity (if we except one pro- 
dipious Avthority who prefided twice at the Head of it) had 
their Foundation in the Law. To avoid the Imputation of 
Adulation I will not dwell apon an inconteftible £ 
which occurs daily to Obfervation. The late Lords Harcourt 
and Macclesfield were profefs'd Common Lawyers, before 
they were advanced to prefide in Equity. And I believe the 
laft, throughout the whole Courfe of his Profeflion, was ne- 
ver feen in the Court of Chancery till he took his 
on the Bench.
